Chamber of Commerce 
removes city’s board rep

On Monday. August 30, City 
Manager Jerry Morford informed 


, the Grayling City Council that he 


' has 


been removed from the 
Chamber of Commerce Board as an 
ex-officio (non-voting) member, 
according to a letter he had received 
from the Chamber to that effect. 

“How does someone get canned 
as a non-voting member?” respond- 
ed Mayor Ralph Stevens. 

Chamber President Monte 
Burmeister spoke on behalf of the 
Chamber of Commerce, stating that 
Morford had missed the past five 
monthly board meetings, which 
under the Chamber’s by-laws is 
cause for removal. 

“(Board members) may be con- 
sidered resigned from that position 
if they don’t attend on a regular 
basis,” said Burmeister. “This was a 
by-laws decision.” 

Morford said he has attended 
numerous committee meetings as 
part of his involvement with the 
Chamber over the past few months, 
and “the only meetings I missed 
were the monthly board meetings, 
and } had good reasons for missing 
those.” 

Morford also voiced his disap- 
proval of the manner in which the 
removal was handled, stating that 
no one from the Chamber 
approached him about the matter, 
and he received no explanation for 
the action other than what was con- 
tained in the letter. 

“The letter went out in my 
absence, and if I had been here it 
would have been handled different- 


ly,” said Burmeister. “But the letter 
would have still gone out.” 

Burmeister said Morford would 
be able to continue his work with 
the committees despite removal 
from the board, and assured the city 
it is still welcome to participate in 
Chamber business. 

“We want a representative from 
the city there, and we want them to 
participate,” said Burmeister. 

Burmeister said the City Council 
can appoint another representative 
to serve on the Chamber Board as a 
non-voting member. 

“Ex-officio members are appoint- 
ed as a courtesy,” he said. “The city 
appoints the member to fill that 
position.” 

Also included in the discussion 
was the matter of the city paying its 
annual Chamber dues. 

Mayor Stevens suggested that 
maybe the city shouldn’t have to 
pay dues to the Chamber since it 
participates with “in-kind” services, 
including providing use of city 
property for the Chamber of 
Commerce building. 

“This is such a small amount,” 
said Council member Marilyn 
Palmer, regarding the Chamber 
dues. “This is how the Chamber 
gets their money.” 

Palmer moved to pay the $265 
and “stay on the board.” The motion 
passed by a 5-0 vote. 

Mayor Stevens suggested the 
council let the matter coo! off 
before appointing another ex-officio 
board member. 

“I guess we can let it lay for a 
while now that we’ve paid our 
dues,” he said.

Road Board considers adoption of cost sharing policy

The Road Commission for 
Crawford County’s board is current- 
ly considering the adoption of a 
“focal road cost sharing policy,” 
which if approved would allocate a 
specified amount of money each 
year for townships to use in local 
road projects. 

Under the proposal, townships in 
the county would have the option of 
using their share of the Road 
Commission’s budgeted amount for 
road projects, but have to match the 
amount with the commission 50/50. 

For example, a township could 
work with the Road Commission on 
a $10,000 project, and the township 
would be responsible for $5,000. 

A benefit of the system, which 
was proposed to the board by Road 
Commission Managing Director 
Don Babcock, is that townships will 
know they have a certain amount of 
money to work with, and they will 
know what their share of the total 
project cost will be, said Babcock. 

“This way they will have the 
opportunity to do some planning.” 


he said. 

The policy also helps the Road 
Commission’s ability to plan, espe- 
cially with regard to budgeting. 

In researching the Road 
Commission's contributions to local 
road projects in the past few years, 
Babcock found that the amount 
many times varied widely from year 
to vear. With the ost sharir:: policy 
in Mao, the oad Ce imission 
wou d 1 we ase amount within the 
budget, bringing yearly project 
costs to a more even level. 

In preparing a draft of the budget 
for the start of the Road 
Commission’s ‘99-00 fiscal year 
(October |, 1999) Babcock included 
$150,000 for the township cost 
sharing program, of which each 
township would have a share. 

The final amount, as well as the 
decision whether or not to even 
adopt the plan, is up to the Road 
Commission Board. 

Babcock first introduced the pro- 
posal to the board in January of this 
year, and board members have 
responded in favor of the plan. 

“| think we're heading in the right 


direction.” said Commissioner 
Robert Nelson. “‘We’ve got to get 
more township participation.” 

The board must approve the cost 
sharing policy before it adopts the 
budget, if the policy is to be imple- 
mented for the next fiscal year, 
since the proposed budget does con- 


tain money for the allocation sys- 
tem. 

The commissioners have sched- 
uled their annual budget hearing for 
Thursday, September 16, at 11 a.m., 
at which public questions or com- 
ments regarding the budget are wel- 
come.

A month-long investigation of a 
suspected drug trafficker in Frederic 
Township prompted law enforce- 
ment officials to obtain a search 
warrant for a residence at 6353 
Brown Street. 

A search of the home was con- 
ducted on Wednesday, September | 
by Crawford County Sheriff's 
Deputies, the Michigan State Police 
K-9 unit from the Gaylord Post and 
STING officers. 

Seized from the home of the 
unidentified 32-year old Frederic 
man were about six pounds of mari- 


juana, measuring scales, detailed 
records of multiple marijuana buy- 
ers and $4,000 in cash. According 
to Sheriff David Lovely. the sus- 
pected drug dealer was not home for 
the execution of the search warrant 
and remains at large. 

Warrants have been issued in the 
suspect's name, charging him with 
intent to sell/deliver marijuana -- 
carrying a penalty of up to four 
years in prison and a maximum fine 
of $20,000. 

Due to the amount of detailed 
information gathered from the deal- 
er’s records, Lovely said the investi- 
gation will continue. 


Frederic man charged 
in dog shooting case

A Frederic man is free on personal 
bond pending his arraignment. after 
a one-count warrant was issued and 
his subsequent arrest was made in 
the case of the shooting death of a 
neighborhood dog. 

The Avalanche received informa- 
tion last week concerning the dog's 
death, and reported the facts as 
known. 

Upon further investigation, the 
story of the dog’s death changed dra- 
matically after the article was pub- 
lished. 

According to Deputy Tom Coors 
of the Crawford County Sheriff's 
Department, he answered a com- 
plaint made by Michael Girard of 
Frederic Township regarding the 
shooting. 

Upon his arrival at the Frederic 
Township Hall and questioning wit- 
nesses, Coors found the dog had 
been shot in the head at “point blank 
range” near a local craft shop and 
dragged to the township hall by 
Barry Mertes. 

Coors said the dog was first shot 
on the suspect's property and. after it 
wandered a short distance toward the 
craft shop, the suspect fired the fatal 
shot. Coors said Frederic Township 
Supervisor Brian Hulbert witnessed 
Mertes “shooting at the ground.” but 
didn't realize he was shooting a dog 
until Mertes dragged the dog to the 
hall, requesting the township dispose 
of the animal. 

Jake was a border collie mix and 
belonged to Linda and Larry Welch

of Frederic. “I was in court that day 
when Jake got lose from his pen,” 
Linda said. “I had that dog from the 
time he was a pup. He was very 
“skittish, afraid of most people and 
he slept with me every night.” 

Cynthia Britten. a friend of 
Linda’s, said she witnessed the 
shooting. 

Still upset by the incident, Britten 
said angrily. “Barry Mertes was car- 
rying around a gun in broad daylight 
in the city of Frederic... I saw him 
sitting on his car in the park watch- 
ing Jake... He stalked that dog... He 
walked over by the craft shop and 
shot Jake... I followed him in my car 
as he drug that dog to the township 
hall. 'm willing to take the stand in 
court and tell “em what I saw.” 

Britten said Jake didn’t deserve to 
die, he wasn*t mean and he wouldn’t 
have bit anyone. Britten told the 
investigating officer that she only 
remembers hearing one shot, but 
Britten also told The Avalanche, “I 
know Tom Coors and he was not 
there.” Deputy Coors said he was 
indeed the investigating officer the 
morning of August 26 and, accord- 
ing to the Sheriffs report, he was the 
officer that answered the complaint. 

Coors said he advised the suspect 
of the illegalities of shooting a dog, 
regardless of where it is found and in 
what condition it may be. But, 
Coors said, “We have a helluva 
problem out there with animal con- 
trol. We have to handle the larce- 
nies. B&E’s, and accidents before 
We can go out on an animal control 
call.”

Taxpayers save with future income 


Earlier this year, the legislature 
debated Governor Engler’s proposal 
to cut Michigan’s personal income 
tax rate from the current 4.4 percent 
to 3.9 percent over five years. 

Opponents argued that a better 
way to provide tax relief was to 
raise the personal exemption. The 
Governor had the votes, the rate 
will be cut, and some might say the 

debate is over. 

But the question of which is bet- 
ter — cutting rates or raising 
exemptions — is still relevant. 
Explaining why the Governor was 
right on this one will help illuminate 
future tax debates and in the mean- 
time, can help us understand the 
dynamics of taxes and incentives. 

Income taxes can be cut by reduc- 
ing either the tax base (the amount 
of income subject to the tax) or the 
tax rate. 

Increasing the personal exemp- 
tion is the most common way to 
reduce the tax base. The personal 
exemption is subtracted from the 
gross income to determine how 
much of workers’ income will be 
subject to tax. A higher personal 
exemption means less income is 
subject to the tax, thus lowering

each person’s tax bill. 
that works: 
Under Michigan’s current income

tax structure, if you have a family of 
four and you earn $50,000 a year, 
your first $11,200 of income (the 
$2,800 personal exemption times 
four) is exempt from the income 
tax. The 4.4 percent tax is applied 
only to the last $38,800 of your 
annual income. 

Now, let’s say you have the 
opportunity to earn $1,000 of extra 
income — by working longer hours, 
by taking a side job,.or by saving 
and investing your money in the 
stock market or a mutual fund. 

Every one of those additional dol- 
lars of income would be taxed at the 
4.4 percent rate. Your reward 
would be only $956, not $1,000 
(and that’s before all the other 
deductions for federal income tax, 
Social Security, etc., which I'll 
ignore here for the sake of simplici- 
ty). 

If the personal exemption was 
increased to, say, $6,400, more of 
your income would be exempt 
($25,600), so the same 4.4 percent 
tax would apply only to a smaller 
share of your current annual income 
($24,400). While that would lower 
the taxes on your current income, it 
would do nothing to reduce the 
penalty on earning additional 
income. Lansing would still take 
4.4 percent of it. So, the reward you 


would receive from putting in the 
effort to earn the extra $1,000 
would still be $956. 

If instead the tax rate was reduced 
to, say, 3.9 percent, although the 
same amount of your current annual 
income would be exempt as before 
($11,200), each remaining dollar 
would be taxed at a lower rate. 

In addition to lowering your cur- 
rent taxes, cutting the tax rate would 
also reduce the penalty on earning 
additional income. Lansing would 
now take only 3.9 percent of it. The 
Teward you would receive from 
putting in the effort to earn that 
extra $1,000 would therefore be 
higher, $961 instead of $956. While 
the difference may seem small on 
an individual basis, over the course 
of the millions of decisions made 
throughout Michigan’s economy, 
the impact would be quite large. 

While both methods of reducing 
personal income taxes will lower 
current tax bills, they have pro- 
foundly different effects on the 
economy. Regardless of how much 
the personal exemption is increased, 
if the tax rate remains unchanged, 
the tax penalty on additional pro- 
ductive economic activity will 
remain the same. The only way to 
reduce that penalty is to cut the tax 
Tate.

tax rate cut 


With a higher exemption alone, 
individuals in general would be no 
more likely to make the effort to 
work longer hours or to take the risk 
of saving and investing than they 
were before. In contrast, lower tax 
rates encourage more economic 
activity — greater output, higher 
incomes, and more jobs. 

Cutting tax rates will also help 
make Michigan more competitive 
with other states. The personal 
exemption for a family of four in 
Michigan ($11,200) is already high- 
er than in every other state except 
Mississippi, while a family of four 
earning $50,000 faces a higher top 
tax rate in Michigan than in 18 other 
states, including nearby Indiana and 
Illinois. 

Bottom line: Michigan did the 
right thing earlier this year when it 
moved to cut income tax rates 
instead of raising the personal 
exemption. By reducing the penal- 
ty on productive economic activity 
and making Michigan’s tax code 
more competitive, the result is like- 
ly to be greater incentive for eco- 
nomic growth than if the other view 
had prevailed.

Northern Michigan growth warrants more firefighting capabilities :

Michigan children learn about the 
forest fires that swept across our 
peninsulas, killing hundreds of peo- 
ple and incinerating whole towns, 
following the logging era early in 
this century. They don’t learn about 
the May 1980 Mack Lake Fire, the 


May 1990 Stephan Bridge Road 
Fire, or the May 1999 Tower Lake 
Fire. 

The Mack Lake Fire burned 
24,000 acres, one fire fighter died, 
and $2 million in private property 
was lost. The Stephan Bridge Fire 
burned 5,916 acres and destroyed 
200 structures. The Tower Lake 
Fire burned 5,625 acres and eight

structures. 

Few Michigan citizens know why 
those fires were so large and devas- 
tating. Nor do they recognize the 
potential for a repeat of those fires 
from any of the hundreds of forest 
fires the Department of Natural 
Resources deals with annually. 

In November 1996, the Wildfire 
Task Force, created by then State 
Representative Allen Lowe, 
Grayling, submitted its report. It 
calls for a major increase in DNR 
forest fire fighting manpower (from 
98 to 142) and response capability, 
with a 52 percent budget increase. 

That hasn’t happened. But even if 
it did, it would restore only a frac- 
tion of the fire fighting capacity the 
DNR once had. For instance, it no 
longer has the water bombing 
planes it had 25 years ago. If it did, 
fire fighters say they may have held 
this spring’s 5,625 acre Tower Lake 
Fire t0 200 acres. 

In the 1930's, when there was lit- 
tle left in the northland to burn but 
stumps, the Conservation 
Department had (4 fire fighting dis- 
trict headquarters across the north- 
land. As recently as 1989, it had 
eight. It now has four. Since 1962, 


when 160 fire officers were on 
standby at field substations, 2! field 
stations have closed. 

Due to maturing forests and 
development, there are many times 
more resources to burn than there 
were when the DNR had far more 
fire fighting resources. 

Back in 1962, the primary struc- 
tures in the woodlands were hunting 
shacks and rustic cabins, used more 
by field mice than people. 
Freeways had not yet penetrated the 
north country. 

In the 1980's alone, the Wildfire 
Task Force reported that more than 
600,000 homes’ were built in former 
backwoods areas. The pace of 
development has steadily accelerat- 
ed in the 1990's. 

And they are not building shacks. 
The pine lands are filling up with 
expensive year-around homes, cot- 
tages and cabins, adding fuel to the 
fire threat. (The 1990 Stephan 
Bridge Fire started from burning 
trash at a relatively new cabin.) 

With a multi-million-dollar sur- 
plus, it would seem our elected state 
officials could fund a fire program 
that protects our citizens, their prop- 
erty and public resources.

Help with cost of prescriptions 
available through MEPPS 


The Michigan Emergency 
Pharmaceutical Program (MEPPS) 
may be able to help with prescription 
costs. 

Eligibility is determined in each 
month of application, not to exceed 
three times in a fiscal year. There is 
no limit on the number or cost of pre- 
scriptions per client. There is a vol- 
untary co-payment of 25 cents for 
each prescription. 

For the funding year 1999 the 


monthly income limit for single/wid- 
owed persons is $1,006. The month- 
ly cost of prescriptions must be at 
least 10% of the monthly income. 

For married people the monthly 
income limit is $1,356 and the 
monthly prescription cost must be at 
least 8% of the monthly income.

Disease-carrying mosquitoes present in Michigan 


Recent reports out of the New 
York City area have warmed resi- 
dents of mosquitoes carrying a 
potentially deadly disease. Similar 
findings have been reported in 
Gladwin and Kalamazoo Counties 
in Michigan. 

Michigan Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) Director Dan 
Wyant announced earlier this month 
that the Eastern Equine 
Encephalomyelitis (EEE) virus has 
been detected in mosquitoes from 
Gladwin County and a juvenile wild 
bird from Kalamazoo County. 

The detections indicate the pres- 
ence of EEE virus in those areas, 
prompting state officials to remind 
people in the southern half of the 
Lower Peninsula to be especially 
vigilant about wearing insect repel- 


lent or other mosquito protection 
when outdoors and to take precau- 
tions to protect their horses. 

‘EEE, commonly called “sleeping 
sickness,” is caused by a virus that 
is found in wild birds. Mosquitoes 
are necessary to transmit the virus 
from bird to bird, and also from 
birds to humans and horses. 

Symptoms of encephalomyelitis 
in horses include fever, progressive 
loss of muscle coordination, and 
paralysis. 

Birds recover quickly from the 
disease, but continue to act as reser- 
voirs for the virus. Human symp- 
toms include high fever progressing 
rapidly to a coma. 

A vaccine is available to prevent 
EEE in horses, but vaccination is 
neither readily available nor practi- 


cal for routine human use. 

“The significance of finding an 
EEE-infected juvenile bird, as 
opposed to an adult migratory bird, 
is that the bird clearly became 
infected while in Michigan. This 
means there are EEE-infected mos- 
quitoes in Kalamazoo County,” said 
MDA Equine Veterinarian Dr. Steve 
Halstead. “These findings show 
that the EEE virus is moving from 
birds to mosquitoes and back again. 
A few EEE-infected mosquitoes 
have also been found in Gladwin 
County.” 

EEE does not occur in Michigan 
every -year; however, when it does 
occur it can be fatal to humans and 
horses. 

Four human victims have died in 
Michigan since 1980, the most 


recent one in 1997. Since 1980, 
Michigan horses that have died 
from EEE number 253, the most 
recent in 1996. 

“With an abundant mosquito pop- 
ulation in Michigan this summer, we 
are reminding people to be more 
Vigilant about avoiding mosquitoes 
and to take precautions to protect 
their horses from this disease of the 
nervous system,” Wyant said. 

Michigan has an active EEE 
Surveillance Program, invoiving a 
cooperative effort between MDA, 
the Michigan Department of 
Community Health (MDCH), 
Michigan State University, and 22 
local health departments, nearly five 
dozen veterinary practices, and four 
county-wide mosquito control pro- 
grams.

Various methods used to fight prostate cancer 


When most men hear the words 
“prostate cancer’ they think of typi- 
cal (reatments - surgery, radiation 
therapy or chemotherapy. But that's 
not necessarily their only course. 
Doctors at the University of 
Michigan Comprehensive Cancer 
Center offer several options to treat 
the disease effectively, and are rec- 
ommending dietary supplements 
and certain foods that may have a 
favorable effect. 

More than 200,000 men will be 
diagnosed with prostate cancer this 
year, and 40,000 men will die from 
the disease. The risk is even higher 
for African-American men, who are 
at twice the risk for getting - and 
dying from - the disease. It is sec- 
ond only to lung cancer as the lead- 
ing cancer killer in men. 

Along with the common occur- 
rence of prostate cancer, there like- 
wise seems to be a common miscon- 
ception about treating it, says Mark 
Moyad, M.P.H., complementary 
health counselor for Urologic 
Oncology at the University of 
Michigan Health System. Patients 
immediately assume surgery is the 
only option. 

In fact, he says, “That is not the 
case. Yes, there is the traditional 
form of surgical treatment. But 
there are also two types of radiation 
that can be used in combination with 
surgery or stand on their own. And 
other options include freezing the 
prostate. which was_ recently 
approved by the FDA, as well as 
watchful waiting.” The Jength of 
time an individual watches the pro- 
gression of their disease without 


proceeding with other treatment is 
based on the individual's age and 
rate of progression of their disease. 

Along with the traditional forms 
of treatment. Moyad says, individu- 
als can employ complementary 
medicine approaches in conjunction 
with whatever conventional routes 
their doctors and they choose. But 
he cautions, such tactics cannot 
replace modern medicine. 

One exciting 
complementary 
option is nutrition. 
Moyad and others 
recommend eating 
a diet low in fat, 
and increasing the 
consumption of a 
wide variety of fruit 
and vegetables, 
with a particular 
emphasis on toma- 
toes and tomato 
products. This, and 
drinking a couple of 
cups of green tea a 
day has been shown 
to reduce the risk of 
prostate cancer. 
This one lifestyle change can have a 
dramatic effect. A study published 
in Seminars in Urologic Oncology 
has shown up to a 70% reduction in 
all-cause mortality and 61% reduc- 
tion in cancers through diet modift- 
cation. 

“Nutrition as a complementary 
option is exciting in the sense that it 
can not only reduce your risk of the 
progression of prostate cancer, but 
also reduces your risk of a number 
of other conditions like cardiovascu-

lar disease,” he says. 

Another food that men may want 
to add to their dicts is soy. Soy 
products contain plant estrogens, 
compounds researchers believe may 
be part of the reason for the lower 
rates of prostate cancer among men 
in Asia, where soy is much more 
commonly eaten than in the United 
States. 

Other supplements that have 
shown good poten- 
tial to reduce 
prostate cancer risk 
are selenium and 
vitamin E. Adding 
200 micrograms of 
selenium and 50 
milligrams (or 50 
international units) 
of vitamin E a day 
to the diet may help 
reduce the risk of 
prostate cancer, 
studies have sug- 
gested. 

Moyad warns 
that there are other 
popular alternative 
supplements that 
men are taking with the mistaken 
impression that they will either 
reduce the risk of developing 
prostate cancer in the first place, or 
slow the growth of their tumor. He 
cites such substances as shark carti- 
lage, garlic supplements and zinc 
supplements. 

“They really have no clinical stud- 
ies to back up their use,” he say. “In 
fact, the clinical studies using these 
supplements have not found any 
benefit to using them in terms of 


reducing risk or slowing progression 
of the disease.” 

Moyad emphasizes a combination 
of both medical worlds. “Phe pri- 
mary goal here at U-M is to start 
incorporating conventional and 
alternative medicine together, to 
combine the best of what each has to 
offer.” 

But no matter what approach men 
take, early detection is the key, he 
says. “Prostate cancer can be cured 
in the early stages. So. screen annu- 
ally starting at age 40 if you're 
African-American or have a family 
history of prostate cancer. For all 
other men, annual screening starting 
at age 50 is recommended as the key 
to early detection and treatment.”

If you are a man over 50 or know a 
man who is, you may want to encour- 
age him to take advantage of low cost 
prostate cancer screening during 
Prostate Cancer Awareness Week, 
September 19-26. Northern 
Michigan Hospital will offer two 
screening times and locations for 
area residents. 

In Petoskey, screening will take 
place Tuesday, September 21, from 
5:30 p.m. - 7:30 p.m. at Northern 
Michigan Hospital, 416 Connable. 
Participants should enter at the main 
lobby of the hospital. 

In Rogers City, screening will take 
place on Tuesday, September 21 from 
5:30 p.m. - 7:30 p.m. at the Rogers 
City Medical Group at 573 N. 
Bradley. 

The cost for the exam is $15. 
Exams take only a few minutes to 
perform and are the best method for 
early detection. 

Prostate cancer has surpassed lung 
cancer as the most prevalent form of 
cancer found in American men. It is 


estimated that one in six men will get 
prostate cancer and that 179.000 new 
cases will be diagnosed in 1999. Of 
that number, 37,000 men will die 
from the disease. 

Early prostate cancer does not have 
symptoms and is difficult to detect 
without testing. Typical indications 
of prostate trouble include weak or 
interrupted urine flow; inability to 
urinate or difficulty stopping or start- 
ing the urine flow; the need to urinate 
frequently; blood in the urine or 
semen; burning or pain upon urina- 
tion and continuing pain in the lower 
back, pelvis or thighs. These symp- 
toms may be signs of other medical 
ailments and should be discussed 
with your primary care physician. 
Testing has improved diagnosis rates 
in recent years. with 58 percent of all 
prostate cancer cases being detected 
while the cancer is still localized. 

Pre-registration for both screen- 
ings is required. Asymptomatic men 
who have never been tested will be 
considered first during pre-registra- 
tion. If you have prostate related 
symptoms, check with your primary 
care physician before registering.
